APPEAL ISSUED 


TO THE TROOPS 


Former Members of the Douma Call 


on the Soldiers to Free the 
People. 


(Special to the Bulletin) 
St. Petersburg, July 31.—An appeal 
issued by radical groups of the dis- 
solved Douma to the army and navy 


is being circulated through under- 


ground channels togoldiers and sailors. 


The appeal cites that ‘‘Parliament has 
been dissolved, ard soldiers assenbled 
to oppress the people. The Czar would 
not listen to the representatives of the 
pecple but harkened to the counsel of 
grand dukes, ministers, generals and 
wealthy men. As a result Russia is 
divided into two parts. On one hand 
is the vast majority including all 
peasants, and working classes, poor 
and oppressed. The most enlightened 
citizens and officials are martyrs in 
jails. On the other hand are oppres- 
sors of the people, msn like Trepoff, 
-roviedonosteff, and gencrals who ran 
away from the Japanese but fired on 
the people at Moscow and Odessa, the 
Bleck Hundreds, and the police and 
spies.” The statement is then made 
that the Government negotiated with 


Germany and Austria whereby German 
man troops are to enter th? country 


lto defend Germans. By such ne2gotia- 


tions the Government has betrayed 
the country and is now outside the 
law. In conclusion it says, ‘Soldiers 
and sailors, ycur sacred duty is to free 
the Russian people from the treach- 
erous government and defend Parlia- 
ment. Every man falling in this holy 
war will cover himself with eiernal 
fame, and the Russian peop’e will blocs 
his name.”

The cynical have often remarked that 
the price at which land could be bought 
on the plains was gaged by the ability 
of the owner to pay taxes. Many thou- 
sands of acres have changed hands at 
one dollar, or even less per acre, be- 
cause the owners thought it best to 
take a iittle than to loge all. Less than 
two years ago many sales were re- 
ported as iow as $3 and $3.50 an acre. 
Last year prices ranged from % en 
acre and even up to $10 and $12; and 
the President of the Colorado State 
Commercial Association is on record 
with the prediction that in a short 
time no land in eastern Volorado with- 
in a reasonable distance of railroad 
(ransportation can be bought for less 
chan $25 an acre. This revolution in 
land values is due mainly to the activ- 
ity of men who have been watching 
the results of experiments in dry 
farming. Some have bought for spec- 
ulation, some for cattle and sheep 
ranches, but more than all for active 
farming. One company hes bought 
300.000 acres of arid land in the Pan- 
handle of Texas, and 30,600 acres more 


into small farms and sold to those 
willing to cultivate by the Campbell 
sysiem. 

Western Kansas and Nebraska and 
eastern Colorado are known all over 
America as forming one of the most 
desolate and God-forsaken regions on 
the continent. Abandoned for the most 
part to Occident ants and prairie dogs, 
whose low mounds dot the plains for 
hundreds of miles, being, in fact, al- 
most the only object that break the 
monotony of the view of thousands of 
square miles of territory. The ill re- 
pute of this great region is largelg 
traceable to the thousands of men who 
rushed thither with true American im- 
pulsiveness and lack of fcresight seven- 
teen or eighteen years ago. The glow- 
ing reports of land agents and town- 
site promoters had inspired dreams of 
easily gotten wealth in the world- old 
virgin soil,in men unprepared for hard- 
ship, ignorant of the conditions that 
wereto confront them and knowing no- 
thing of the only methods that wouid 
have made successful farming possible. 
Their haphazard and misdirected ef- 
forts on lands where the heavens 80 
stingily measure out their moisture 
brought scant and insufficient returns, 
and most of these early pioneers on the 
plains sacrificed their invested capital 
ard sought other fields of endeavor. 
These men forever cursed Kansas, Ne- 
braska. and Colorado, and their desert- 
ed farms were again given over to 
sage-brush, cacti, and rabbit-grass. It 
now seems as if the history of the 
prairie lands a thousand miles far- 
ther east was about to be paralleled. 
Forty years ago it was commonly be 
lievel that the prairies of Iowa, Mis- 
souri and Illinois were irreclaimable 
where nothing but poverty and starva- 
tion awaited the settler. Just asthese 
lands yielded in time to the plow and 
harvester, so will the inexhaustible soil 
ef the Great Plains richly reward the 
toil of those who adapt the farming 
methods to natural conditions.
